ANNOUNCEMENT. 


It  affords  the  Faculty  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  Session 
of  1872-73  will  commence  on  Tuesday,  the  1st  day  of  October,  in  the 
new  building  opposite  the  Toronto  General  Hospital. 

It  has  long  been  felt  that  the  College  should  be  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Hospital  ; but  this  much  desired  project  could  not 
be  carried  into  effect  hitherto,  owing  to  circumstances  over  which  the 
Faculty  had  no  control.  It  is,  however,  a pleasing  privilege  now 
to  state  that  a large  brick  building  has  been  erected  almost  opposite 
the  gates  of  the  Hospital,  containing  a commodious  Theatre  and 
Dissecting  Hoorn,  with  side  and  sky-light,  a Laboratory,  Waiting 
Room,  Reading  Room,  Museum,  &c.,  &c., — with  all  the  modern 
improvements  of  heating  and  ventilation. 

As  evidence  of  the  thorough  course  of  training  which  has  been 
pursued  in  this  Department,  the  Faculty  points  with  extreme  satis- 
faction to  the  fact  that  a larger  number  of  its  Graduates  have  secured 
honours,  upon  examination,  from  the  distinguished  Colleges  of  Great 
Britain,  than  have  proceeded  from  any  other  institution  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  Hereafter,  by  virtue  of  the  acts  of  the  Medical 
Council  of  Ontario,  the  curriculum  of  all  teaching  bodies  must  be  the 
same,  and  all  Students  who  may  desire  to  practice  in  this  Province, 
must  appear  before  the  same  Board  of  Examiners, 

In  arranging  the  Staff,  the  Faculty  has  recognized  the  fact  that 
its  efficiency  will  not  be  enhanced  by  mere  numerical  display,  but  by 
the  judicious  selection  of  gentlemen  who  will  bring  not  only  a high 
professional  standing,  but  a sense  of  loyalty  to  duty  and  faithfulness  to 
trust; — a staff  of  Teachers,  whose  antecedents  during  the  past  for 
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assiduity,  industry  and  zeal,  must  be  a guarantee  in  the  future  for  the 
thorough  training  and  teaching  of  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

It  is  a proud  satisfaction  that  every  gentleman  whose  name 
appears  on  the  Staff,  is  an  active  worker  in  imparting  Medical 
instruction. 

Matriculation,  Medical  Curriculum  and  Examinations 

will  be  the  same  as  required  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Matriculation. 

Every  Student  must  pass  a satisfactory  examination  in  the  following 
subjects,  viz.  : — 

a.  English  Language,  including  Grammar  and  Composition. 

b.  Arithmetic,  including  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions. 

c.  Algebra,  including  Simple  Equations. 

d.  Geometry,  first  two  books  of  Euclid. 

e.  Latin,  Translation  and  Grammar  ; and  in  one  of  the  following  subjects, 

the  student  having  the  option  of  naming  the  one  in  which  he  will  be 
examined  : — 

/.  Greek. 

g.  French. 

h.  German. 

i.  Natural  Philosophy,  including  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics  and  Pneu- 

matics. 

The  Matriculation  may  be  passed  any  time  prior  to  graduation. 

Graduates  and  Matriculants  in  Arts  in  any  University  in  her 
Majesty’s  Dominions  are  not  required  to  pass  the  examination. 

Curriculum. 

Every  student  must  spend  a period  of  four  years  in  actual  pro- 
fessional study,  the  first  of  which  must  be  passed  in  some  recognized 
College,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

A student  who  is  a graduate  in  Arts  of  any  recognized  College  or 
University,  will  be  required  to  pass  three  years  after  graduating,  in 
attendance  upon  medical  lectures,  before  being  admitted  to  exam- 
ination. 

Every  student  shall  attend  medical  lectures  for  at  least  three 
sessions  of  six  months  each. 
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Every  student  must  attend  lectures  as  follows,  viz. 

a.  Tvx)  courses  of  six  months  each  upon 

Anatomy, 

Practical  Anatomy, 

Physiology, 

Chemistry, 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics, 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery, 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 

Midwifery,  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children, 

Clinical  Medicine,  and 
Clinical  Surgery. 

b.  One  course  of  six  months 

Medical  Jurisprudence. 

c.  One  course  of  three  months  upon 

Practical  Chemistry,  and 
Botany. 

Every  student  must  pass  two  periods  of  six  months  each,  or  one 
period  of  twelve  months  in  the  office  of  a regularly  qualified  medical 
practitioner,  in  compounding  medicines,  &c. 

He  must  attend  the  practice  of  a general  hospital  for  twelve 
months,  at  least. 

He  must  have  had  practice  at  a Lying-in  Hospital  for  six  months, 
or  attended  six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

Examinations. 

The  Primary  examination  and  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  will  be 
held  in  April,  as  heretofore.  Although  the  license  of  the  Medical 
Council  entitles  the  holder  to  practice,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  a worthy 
object  of  ambition  to  secure  also  the  high  honour  which  belongs  to  an 
University  degree.  And  the  value  now  attached  to  a Diploma  from 
this  University,  will  make  it  desirable  to  possess  so  excellent  a 
passport  to  public  confidence. 

A Graduate  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  must  have  attained  his 
twenty-first  year. 

The  University  examinations  will  not  be  allowed  to  conflict  witli 
those  of  the  Medical  Council.  Students  seeking  a University  degree 
may  pass  the  primary  and  final  examinations  at  the  same  time. 

Under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  all  powers  vested  in  the  Univer- 
sities of  the  Province  for  licensing  purposes  are  entirely  abrogated. 
Neither  Imperial  nor  Provincial  charter  can  grant  the  power  to  practice 
in  Ontario  without  examination  before  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  whatever  false  hope 
may  be  held  out  by  any  Corporate  Body  to  the  contrary. 
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Hospitals  and  Clinics. 

The  proximity  of  the  College  to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital, 
of  which  Drs.  Canniff,  Berryman,  and  Cassidy  are  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  will  secure  to  the  greatest  extent  the  ample  advantages 
afforded  by  that  Institution. 

The  House  of  Providence,  of  which  Dr.  Cassidy  is  medical 
officer,  will  provide  additional  opportunities  for  witnessing  various 
forms  of  disease. 

The  Lying-in  Hospital,  situated  on  Richmond  Street,  and 
supported  as  it  is  by  Governmental  appropriation,  affords  equal 
opportunities  to  all  Medical  Students  for  practical  instruction  in 
Midwifery. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  situated  on  Adelaide  Street, 
is  likewise  the  recipient  of  Government  aid,  and  open  to  Students  ; 
supplying  a valuable  source  of  instruction  upon  the  special  subjects  there 
treated. 

Special  Lectures  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Canniff,  Consulting  Sur- 
geon to  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  upon  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

Scholarships  and  Medals. 

Two  Scholarships,  open  for  competition  to  second-year  students, 
will  be  granted  by  the  Faculty,  the  examinations  for  which  will 
take  place  in  the  month  of  October,  of  each  year,  upon  the  subjects 
of  the  Primary  Examination. 

A gold  and  silver  medal  will  be  awarded  to  the  first  and  second 
successful  competitor  at  the  final  Examination  for  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  Certificates  of  Honour  will  be  given  to  those 
who  may  be  found  worthy  by  superior  examination. 

All  honours,  scholarships,  and  medals,  granted  by  the  University 
of  Toronto,  are  open  alike  by  competitive  examination  to  Students  of 
this  and  all  other  incorporated  institutions  which  are  affiliated  with 
that  University. 


Equipments  for  Teaching. 

Through  a long  series  of  years  of  teaching,  this  Department  has 
accumulated  a large  and  full  assortment  of  all  matters  pertaining  to

the  illustration  of  the  several  branches,  viz.:  Paintings,  Plates,  Models 
and  ample  surgical  and  Pathological  preparations.  Particular  atten- 
tion has  always  been  paid  to  that  very  important  branch — Practical 
Chemistry— -and  every  possible  advantage  will  be  offered  to  the  Student 
in  the  laboratory. 

Dissection. 

The  reputation  which  this  school  has  always  enjoyed  for 
imparting  a thorough  anatomical  education  will  be  zealously  main- 
tained, and  the  abundant  material  now  m hand,  as  well  as  the  deter- 
mination of  those  in  the  management  of  this  department,  insures 
continued  success  for  the  pupils. 

Dental  Students,  who  may  desire  to  attend  certain  courses 
of  lectures,  will  be  permitted  to  do  so  upon  paying  the  regular  fee  for 
the  subjects  selected. 

Fees. 

The  fee  for  each  class  shall  be  $12,  with  the  following  ex- 
ceptions— for  that  of  Medical  Jurisprudence,  $7  ; for  those  of  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  $P  each  ; for  Botany,  $5  ; Practical 
Anatomy,  $8  ; Begistration  Fee,  $5,  payable  once  only.  Students 
having  paid  for  two  full  courses  are  free  from  further  charge  for 
attendance  upon  Lectures. 

A generous  consideration  will  be  extended  to  gentlemen  who, 
having  attended  any  other  recognized  School  of  Medicine  or  Univer- 
sity, may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  superior  advantages  pro- 
vided by  this  institution. 

Fee  for  the  Degree  of  M.D.,  that  is,  for  the  Primary  and  Final 
Examinations,  will  be  $20.
